Says Mayor Riley 


Whether Palm Springs shall 
become the “finest resort com­ 
munity on the North American 
continent” 
depends 
upon 
the 
backing which its citizens gives 
its city government in its efforts 
to provide the facilities and serv- 
ces which the growing commun­ 
ity needs. Mayor Earl Riley of 
Portland declared Wednesday In 
addressing 
the 
Palm 
Springs 
Rotary Club at the Desert Inn. 
, 
“You can become the finest or 
the poorest resort on the North 
American 
continent 
depending 
upon your decision as citizens on 
the question of how the growth 
of Palm Springs is guided,” the 
northwest executive, an outstand­ 
ing leader in municipal govern­ 
ment in the nation* declared. He 
was introduced by Frank Cutler, 
former Portland business man 
and now a civic leader in Palm 
Springs. Mayor and Mrs. Riley 
are spending three weeks here. 


THE TYPE OF GOVERNMENT 
a city has does not determine the 
character of that government; 
that can be determined only by 
the people who make up the com­ 
munity, he said, citing the ex­ 
perience of Kansas City and Dal­ 
las where clean, efficient and 
honest governments are in power 
today solely because the citizenry 
demanded that they have good 
government. 
Without referring directly to 
the proposal that Palm Springs 
adopt a sales tax, Mayor Riley 
gave it as his opinion that Palm 
Springs is fully justified in ex­ 
pecting the people who come 
here during the winter months to 
help pay the costs of the facili­ 
ties and services 
which they 
enjoy. 


"OBVIOUSLY it is unfair to 
expect the more than 7000 perm­ 
anent residents to pay the costs 
of a city used by between 15 and 
I 25 thousand persons,” he said.

Remember 
when 
newspaper 
work was the most facinating 
pursuit in the world? It still is. 
The time referred to, however, 
was when, (not so long ago at 
that,) reporters worked for the 
glory of attainment, half-starved 
on the pay they received and a 
kind, but also, brutal word from 
the city editor. 
Most newspapermen started in 
the city room as office boys, and 
learned the “King's English” and 
how to write it by the niches the 
city editor carved in his heart 
in number of stories you busted 
your head in getting and writing, 
only to have them re-written by 
some re-write man who sat smug­ 
ly at his desk all day. Despite all 
of this, you loved it, and you 
learned the hard way. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, object 
of pity in those old days, even 
by the office boy, was the newly 
hired reporter who came to work 
on the staff with a diploma in 
journalism tucked under his arm. 
Just the same, pity or not, if these 
college boys had it in them, their 
post-graduate work in a practi­ 
cal city room, moved up fast. 
They had the advantage of four 
years of theory whereas the office 
boy learned the ABC’s of the 
business by hedge-hoping from 
one cruel world to another until 
the ways of a newspaperman were 
hammered into him by force. 
In that old “school” a sense of 
loyalty was instilled that nothing 
short of a bashed head would 
keep the old time newspaperman 
from “getting that story". Then, 
too, bringing it in for the city 
editor, apostle of what was right 
in the world, only to have what 
you have striven so hard to ob­ 
tain find its way into the waste­ 
basket 
and another re-written 
story find its way into print. 


HOW OFTEN has the tyrant of 
the city room been heard to shout: 
“newspaper men are born, not 
made.” And there he must have 
been right, too. On the old Eve­ 
ning Herald in Los Angeles, for 
example, one felt sorry for those 
men who strove with all they had 
to hold a berth but all their ef­ 
forts were not good enough for 
the “Old Man.” 
Newspapermen today have not 
changed much. 
Perhaps there 
isn’t that: “Do or die” attitude in 
their work, if anything can be 
said by comparison. Today, they 
know that the whole world does­ 
n’t hang on whether they do or 
not get that story. Nevertheless, 
underneath it all, there is the 
same fiber as of old. 
For one 
thing, they know that the “story” 
can remain out of the paper if it 
will save the face of some erring 
human who faltered and mis- 
stepped for the first time. Like 
all human beings they also know 
that the story could remain un­ 
told and unprinted as a harsh 
word should remain unspoken if 
it would hurt a friend or just 
any human being. 
IT IS RIGHTLY SAID that the 
press goes a long way in mould­ 


ing opinion and a newspaper in 
the hands of an unscrupulous in­ 
dividual can do great harm to a 
community. 
The same is true 
when a youngster, still w et be­ 
hind the ears, 
untrained, un­ 
learned, gains control of a "sheet” 
and sets himself up as a demi­ 
god—at least in his own opinion. 
There is a newspaper where 
such a young man is in control. 
Under its former owner it was 
highly respected, had circulation, 
and was widely supported by ad­ 
vertisers. The "sheet” had plenty 
of good will, too, worth more than 
the physical properties of the 
publication. 
The other n.ght a group of old 
time newspaper men gathered 
and declared they would have 
been tickled to buy the paper 
from the former owner but to­ 
day it is only worth, in their op­ 
inion, and good ones, too, a frac­ 
tion of what it was originally 
worth.

America’s most precious asset 
is the youth of today, who will 
be our citizens of tomorrow. J. 
Edgar Hoover, in his frequent re­ 
ports to the nation, as well as in 
his speeches before large groups 
of men and women, stresses the 
importance 
of giving 
to 
our 
young people a definite respon­ 
sibility in civic affairs so that 
they may learn, in their tender 
years, the value of good citizen­ 
ship. 
United States Senator Alex­ 
ander Wiley of Wisconsin, than 
whom there is a no more en­ 
thusiastic 
supporter 
of 
youth 
movements throughout America, 
stated in a recent speech: “Some 
thing is wrong in a nation which 
permits youth to shift for them­ 
selves. Parents, who don't prop­ 
erly accept their responsibilities, 
are to blame for many problems. 
Lack of civic interest in our 
young people is also unforgive- 
ablc.” 


OCCASIONALLY. I make pre­ 
dictions in this column. I make 
one now, I predict that within a 
very few months, the boys and 
girls of Palm Springs will stand 
out as shining examples of good 
citizenship, and that their splen­ 
did work in the Youth Center, 
now under construction, will be 
copied by young people all over 
this nation. 
Here, in this western wonder­ 
land, the spirit of the pioneer 
lives in our children. No recrea­ 
tional facilities have been pro­ 
vided for them—they have no 
swimming pool they can call their 
own. and no tennis courts. How­ 
ever, they have been able with 
the help of their elders, to es­ 
tablish many activities of great 
interest to themselves. 


ONE OF THE FINEST exam­ 
ples of civic cooperation is that 
which was extended by R. F. 
Graettinger, editor of The Desert 
Sun, long time ago. He set aside 
one full page of his paper each 
week, so that high school students 
could report their activities. Ask 
yourselves—how many publishers 
in America are giving our young 
people a similar break? 
The churches of Palm Springs 
are another center of deep in­ 
terest for our young people. Our 
ministers understand the prob, 
lems of youth and a large per­ 
centage of their programs is built 
around them. 
The Palm Springs Youth Cen­ 
ter is located on Belardo Road, 
opposite the golf course. _The 
property was purchased for $7500. 


THE COSTS of construction on 
the building are being held to a 
minimum. Due to the generous 
cooperation of the architect, con­ 
tractor and sub-contractors, also 
the supply houses, most of the 
materials and labor involved will 
be available at cost. 
The estimated cost of the first 
unit of the Youth Center is 
$30,000. Of this amount, $20,000 
has been donated to the Welfare 
and Friendly Aid Association, 
Inc., who will own and operate 
the building. Financial support 


from the Community Chest will 
assure operating costs. 


THE ACTIVITIES of the Youth 
Center will be operated by teen­ 
age boys and girls, under the 
supervision of a paid director 
trained in youth work. The proj­ 
ect has the complete support of 
all civic groups, including the 
Palm Springs police department. 
That, in my opinion, is the core 
of the project. Youth, given re­ 
sponsibility, very seldom fail to 
take their places as reputable 
citizens. 
Ten thousand dollars is des­ 
perately needed to assure com­ 
pletion of the first unit of the 
Youth Center. Checks should be

WHO MUST FILE A RETURN 
A return must be filed by every 
. 
izen or resident of the United 
. ates who had $500.00 or more 
_,ross income in 1946. This includes 
minor children. Therefore, if a 
minor child earned $500.00 or 
more during summer vacation, or 
working after school hours, the 
child must file a return and the 
parent cannot claim an exem p­ 
tion. It may be more “profitable 
to have the dependent child earn 
only up to $499.00 because in that 
case the parent can claim the e x ­ 
emption and also request refund 
of the child's taxes withheld. 
WHAT FORM TO USE—Short- 
Form 1040 can be used profitably
